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SPORTING NEWS 


STRATHCONA WON AT HOME. 


In a hard fonght-ont hocker contest 
last night the Winged Seven of Strath- 
cona came home winners over Edmon- 
ton by a seore of 8 to 3. To-day there 
is rejoicing in the University city and 
the hockey enthusiasts there are firm 
in the belief that, after a long period 
of defeat, an era of prosperity has dawn- 
ed ‘pon their representatives in the 
great Canadian winter sport. Last night 
Strathcona had their opponents heaten 
from start to finish and the final score 
ef 8 to 3 is a prety fair indication of 
the closeness of the contest. At half 
time the score was 4 to 1 in favor of 
the Vietors. 


Stratheona’s win is mainly due to the 
fact that they gave an exhibition of 
combination superior to any previous 
game and to their close and hard check- 
ing back when Edmonton broke away 
With the puck.
